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PULP BOARDS ADVANCE. 


Manufacturers Push sh Values Up $2.50 
Without Concerted Action. 


The Movement Started by a Maine Mill—Mills Crowded with 
Orders—The New Price Is a Sort of Bar to Keep 
Back Further Orders at Present—Extraordinary 
Conditions in the Board Market. 


1902. 


An advance of $2.50 per ton on wood pulp boards be- 
came general in the New York market the first of this 
week. This advance is not due to any concerted action on 
the part of the manufacturers. About a week ago one 
mill located in Maine put up its price $2.50, and since then 
the others have followed suit. The reason assigned for 
the advance is the fact that practically all the board miils 
of the country are so crowded with orders that the own- 
ers do not want to accept new business at the old figures. 
That prices will not go below the $35 level they feel 
confident, and as the mills are all sold ahead for the next 
six weeks the manufacturers do not want to piace tnem- 
selves in the position of being unable to take advantage of 
any advance that may come when the spring trade opens 
next month. The extra $2.50 added last week to the price 
of wood boards is therefore, in a way, a sort of bar put 
up to keep back orders for the present. But from all ac- 
counts this advance has not accomplished this part of the 
purpose for which it was made. At $37.50 pulp boards 
are not considered too high, as the trade recalls the fact 
that the list price was $42.50 for a long time until the first 
of last May, at which time the National Pulp Board Com- 
pany disbanded. The next week following the dissolution 
of that company the quotation on such boards became 
$37.50. From that figure the price went as low as $34, 
but most sales made during the last six months were made 
at $35. 

As outlined in Tue Paper Trape Journat of Janu 
ary 2, the present condition of affairs in the board market 
is extraordinary. For months there has been an un 
precedented rush of business and within that time the pro- 
duction of boards has been considerably curtailed by 
fires, failures, strikes, washouts and breaks in machinery 
In view of this combination of afflictions the wonder is 
great indeed that the quotations on boards of all kinds 
have not advanced many dollars on the ton. As it is 
there have been but two advances—one of $1 per ton on 
straw board, made only by the mills included in the 
Manufacturers Straw Board Company, of Chicago, IIl., 
and the advance of $2.50 now made on wood pulp boards. 


Houston Paper Company in Bankruptcy. 
GaLveston, Tex., January 20, 1902.—An involuntary peti- 
tion in bankruptcy has been filed in the United States 
Court by the Graham Paper Company, of St. Louis; Car- 
penter Paper Company, of Omaha, Neb., and Montag 
Brothers, of Atlanta, Ga., against the Houston Paper Com 
pany, of Houston. The petitioners allege that the stock of 
the defendant is now in the hands of A. E. Sternenberg as 
trustee, to whom it was conveyed for the benefit of the 
creditors, 
in value and to be sacrificed by him, and they pray for an 
injunction restraining the said A. E. Sternenberg from ex- 
ercising further control of the stock of the defendant, and 
that the said company be declared a bankrupt and a re 
ceiver appointed by the court. The petitioners hold claims 
against the defendant company as follows: Graham Paper 
Company, St. Louis, $1,857; Carpenter Paper Company, 
Omaha, Neb., $115.65; Montag Brothers, Atlanta, Ga., $97 

The case is set for hearing at Galveston January 30.

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GOOD DEMAND FOR PAPER. 


Manufacturers Have Product Under Control for Some 
Weeks—Jobbing Trade Fair—Prices Firm and 
in Some Cases Advanced. 


Business in the New York trade the past week has been 
fairly good. Still demand has not been as active as a 
month ago. From all accounts it looks as if those who 
would bear the market have been doing a little missionary 
work in the hope of getting lower prices. One of the 
stories that was circulated to affect quotations was that 
selling agents of a large book mill had offered to take 
orders on the basis of 34% cents ior super and 3% cents 
for machine finished book. This story, however, upon 
investigation proved to be absolutely false. The agents 
referred to have not sent out any circular letters to the 
trade, and they are not taking orders at the prices stated. 
The market for book papers is still considered quite 
firm, but some shading of the old figures of 4 cents for 
super and 3% cents for machine finished are being made 
by some of the mills. This is done, however, on desirable 
contracts, upon which delivery is not to begin inside of 
a month. All the big book paper manufacturing compa- 
nies are holding out for the maximum prices. Neverthe- 
less, there is a feeling in the market that prices on book 
are just a trifle “off” this week. On manilas there is a 
like feeling, although the asking prices are just about the 
same as they have been for the past two months. The 
fact that one large manila company last week with- 
drew its last advances of 4% and % cent on two of 
its grades was heralded by the bears as evidence that 
the market had “broken.” This is not correct. The 
company in question said in explanation that about a 
month ago it was forced to inake these advances in order to 
keep away trade. Since that time the mill has caught up 
a little on its orders, and in addition there is now plenty 
of water at hand to get out the mill’s full product. So 
under the improved conditions the last advances were 
withdrawn. In regard to news paper there is very little 
change. All the mills are busy, and the asking price 
is still 234 cents New York delivery. On future delivery 
orders this figure is shaded, so it is reported. But on 
current business calling for early shipment about 2.40 
cents is being paid. Writings are even and steady, with 
perhaps a slight lull in their sale this week. Wood puip 
boards have been advanced $2.50 per ton by practically 
all the manufacturers. Music paper is reported up % of 
a cent per pound this week. This advance is said to have 
been made by ome manufacturer this week. In a general 
way it can be said that buyers are just now inclined to 
hold back orders, and this action has weakened the mar- 
ket. The manufacturers are all busy, but they have not 
enough orders ahead to be absolutely indifferent to the 
wishes of their customers. Very much of a change either 
way in the situation is not expected for a few more weeks. 


Holyoke Business Good.

Business continues good with the Western Massachusetts 
mills and no changes in the price list have been noted since 
last week. There have been many large orders received this 
week, and the mills say there is no indication of a falling 
off in business. 

The Holyoke mills are running to their full capacity, and 
there has been a fair demand for the fine linen and bond 
papers the past week. The award to the American Writing 
Paper Company of the large Government contract the past 
week will keep many of the Holyoke mills busy the com- 
ing year, as most of this paper has been made in this city 
in the past. 

Outside of Holyoke trade is reported as being very good, 
and the mills at Lee, Turners Falls, Westfield and Dalton 
report good sized orders on hand. 

Thus far more business has been handled by the local 
mills than for any corresponding period for some years, 
and the manufacturers are well pleased over the January 
showing thus far. Ferry. 





Boston Trade Well Maintained.

Trade conditions still continue quite favorable. While 
the consumptive demand for the various lines of paper has 
fallen off somewhat within the past two weeks as compared 
with business during the latter weeks of December, there 
is nevertheless quite a heavy traffic going on in response to 
the call for paper from the many different sources. Printers 
are more busy than usual at this season of the year, and 
they are using fair quantities of paper. The big depart- 
ment stores have been making strong efforts to move goods 
since the close of the holidays at “bargain prices,” and 
their consumption of paper has kept up fairly well. When 


jobbers report good business it is quite evident that the 
daily routine traffic is calling for the distribution of large 
quantities of paper. So far as can be learned manufac- 
turers have not as yet felt any falling off in business, for 
the reason that they are still behind in deliveries and will 
not get overanxious for some weeks to come. In manilas 
there has been a little readjustment of prices on the cheap 
grades of wood papers, because of the better supply of 
ground wood pulp.

PHILADELPHIA, January 20, 1902.—Demand for book 
papers continues to be phenomenally large, and that sure 
forerunner of advanced prices—a larger demand than sup- 
ply—is being experienced by more than one jobbing 
house.

Dill & Collins during the week withdrew their quota- 
tions for machine finished and supercalendered book and 
a number of other manufacturers are about to advance 
prices. Dealers are sanguine that spring will bring with 
it a better condition of the paper market, so far at least 
as consumption is concerned, than has ever been experi- 
enced here. The big publishers have not placed their 
spring orders yet and the large volume of trade experi- 
enced to-day comes solely from the demands of the large 
and small printers and the restricted class of religious 
publication houses. 

There has been a seasonably steady and good demand 
for building papers, but manufacturers are giving no at- 


tention to prices at this time and quotations are un- 
changed.

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CHARGED WITH IMPORTING LABOR. 


Superintendent of the Battle Island Paper Company’s Plant 
at Fulton, N. Y., Indicted—A Previous Investigation 
Dismissed the Case. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Fuiton, N. Y., January 21, 1902.—Richard J. Cullen, 
superintendent of the Battle Island Paper Company’s plant, 
was arrested under a bench warrant and taken before 
United States Commissioner L. W. Baker, in Oswego, on 
Wednesday of last week. Mr. Cullen furnished bail in the 
sum of $1,000, to be ready for trial in the United States 
Court on the charge of unlawfully importing foreign labor 
into this country. 

Mr. Cullen’s indictment grows out of the labor troubles 
at the Battle Island mill, and is the outcome of the in- 
vestigation held by the United States Commissioner about 
The mill has been built without strict re- 
gard for “union” regulations, and much of the labor em- 
ployed has been Canadian workmen. Mr. Cullen came to 
the Battle Island Company from Hawkesbury, Ont., where 
he had been in charge of the Riordon paper miil, and 
when difficulties were encountered in the labor ranks at the 
mill Canadian workmen arrived and the building of the 
Battle Island plant progressed without serious delay. 

It is reported that the local unions attempted to dom- 
ineer and build the mill according to their own ideas of 
time and working hours, and being thwarted resorted to the 
courts as described. The Canadian workmen, when on the 
stand, affirmed that they were hired at the Battle Island 
mill, having read in the Hawkesbury paper that Mr. Cul- 
len was building a mill at Fulton. Having worked for 
Mr. Cullen in Canada, they purchased tickets and came to 
Fulton at their own expense in search of employment. 

At the former examination no evidence secured 
against Mr. Cullen or the Battle Island Company, and the 
complaint was dismissed, but evidently new evidence has 
now been found, for the grand jury at their December ses- 
sion at Utica, N. Y., found an indictment as noted.

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BLACK RIVER VALLEY NEWS. 


Good Season for Lumbering—Ralilroad Extension—The Inter- 
national Ontario Mill—Wall Paper Factory Discussed — 
Champion Paper Co.—Brownville Board Co. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Watertown, N. Y., January 21, 1902—The winter sea- 
son has been exceptionally good for lumbering operations 
in the Adirondacks, and all of the paper mills getting 
their supply of pulp wood from that section will have 
large quantities to bring down in the spring. If the 
drives of pulp timber are not held up by low water this 
year the principal mills along Black River will have an 
ample stock to carry them through the year. Manufac- 
turers, however, have learned that Black River and its 
tributaries are uncertain quantities, since the practice of 
floating pulp wood to the mills was inaugurated a few 
years ago. The drives have been held up by low water 
on several occasions, and a shortage of pulp has resulted. 
The Dexter Sulphite Company, which is located at the 
head of navigation on Black River Bay, has not been so 
badly handicapped by low water, as it gets a portion of 
its wood from Canada. The main trouble has been at 
mills having sulphite plants of their own. The Dexter 
peopie are unable to supply all the mills in an emergency, 
however, and on occasions the price of sulphite pulp has 
gone to a point that nearly wiped out the paper manu- 
facturers’ profits. The manufacturers expect no trouble 
this year. There is a large body of snow in the Adiron- 
dacks at the present time, and by taking advantage of 
high water early in the season all expect to get their 
wood to the mills. 

An unconfirmed report that the New York Central will 
extend its Carthage and Adirondack branch from Newton 
Falls through the Cranberry Lake region to a junction 
with the Mohawk and Malone Road is of interest to 
paper manufacturers in Black River Valley. Such an ex- 
tension would open up a big tract of virgin forest and 
give facilities for transportation of large quantities of pulp 
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timber to the mills. The road would also make one of 
the pleasantest sections of the Adirondacks accessible to 
tourists and summer visitors. Anticipating this, a party 
of Northern New Yorkers have bought of James J. Bar- 
ber, of Syracuse, a tract of 700 acres, having a frontage of 
nearly 5 miles on Cranberry Lake. The tract has never 
been lumbered, and it is the intention of the new own- 
ers to preserve it as it now is. The parties interested are 
John I. Cornwall, of Alexandria Bay; Fred Westcott, 
Daniel Shea, Harvey E. Esler, Thomas Johnson and 
Marlow Woodcock, of Benson Mines; James L. Humes, 
Harrisville; Edmuud Pendleton, Star Lake; J. H. Calk- 
ins, Watertown; J. D. Henderson, Oswego, and Lyman 
C. Barber, Syracuse. 

The International Paper Company’s Ontario Mill, that 
was disabled by the big flood in December, will be ready 
to resume operations in a few days. A temporary wood- 
en flume has been constructed and will be used until 
spring, when masonry will be substituted. The walls of 
masonry will be built outside of the temporary structure, 
so that the operation of the mill will not be interfered 
with. The contracts for news which were being filled 
from this mill have been taken care of at other mills of 
the company, so there has been no great loss of business 
during the enforced idleness of the plant. 

The Watertown Paper Company has been filling large 
contracts for wall papers during the past year. The plac- 
ing of orders for this class of goods here has led to some 
talk of the establishment of a big wall paper plant to 
turn out the finished product in connection with one of 
the Herring mills. Nothing definite has developed as yet, 
the project still being under discussion. 

The Champion Paper Company, recently organized, has 
commenced the construction of a new paper mill at 
Carthage. It is intended to have the mill ready to run 
before the close of the year. The officers of the Cham- 
pion Paper Company are James A. Outterson, president; 
Mark S. Wilder, vice-president; H. J. Cadwell, secretary 
and treasurer; Henry V. Cadwell, superintendent; A. R. 
Ball, manager. The Messrs. Cadwell, who were in the 
wholesale tobacco trade in this city, have sold their busi- 


ness and will give their entire time to the paper business. 
H. J. Cadwell has just returned from a trip to Buffalo 
and Cincinnati in the interests of the company. 

The Brownville Board Company started its new mill at 
Brownville last week. The concern has a substantial con- 
crete building, 80x200 feet, and it contains a 112-inch 
machine, built by the Black & Clawson Company. The 
other concerns represented in the mill’s equipment are 
the Bagley & Sewall Company, of this city; Nobles & 
Johnson, of Hoosic Falls, and the Brownville Iron 
Works, manufacturers of the Gotham screen. J. M. & 
C. W. Gamble, of this city, are the owners of the property. 
J. A. Patrick, for several years with the Dexter Sulphite 
Company, is connected with the company’s office, and J. 
A. Fischer is superintendent of the mill. 

It is not a strange thing that gentlemen connected with 
the paper business should become bank presidents, but it 
is not likely that any other town with five national banks, 
such as Watertown has, finds a prominent paper manu- 
facturer at the head of each. At the recent bank elections 
here George C. Sherman, of the Taggarts and St. Regis 
companies, was elected president of the National Bank 
and Loan Company; George W. Knowlton, of the St. 
Regis Company and Knowlton Brothers, was chosen 
president of the Watertown National; John C. Knowl- 
ton, of Knowlton Brothers, president of the Jefferson 
County National; W. W. Taggart, of the Taggarts Com- 
pany, president of the National Union, and C. R. Rem- 
ington, of the Remington-Martin and Raymondville pa- 
per companies, president of the City National. B.

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REFINING ENGINE PATENTS. 


Decision of Commissioner of Patents in Case of Mills vs. 
Torrance, Reversing the Decision of the Examiner 
of Interferences. 


Commissioner of Patents Allen has rendered a decision 
on the appeal of Melvin A. Mills from a decision of the 
Examiner of Interferences, granting leave to Charles E. 
Torrance, patentee of a refining engine, to amend his pre- 
liminary statement. Commissioner Allen reverses the de- 
cision of the examiner, holding that where a party discov- 
ers an alleged mistake in his preliminary statement, and 
thereafter permits his opponent to take and file his testi- 
mony without any notice of an intention to so amend, 
such party will not thereafter be permitted to amend by 
carrying his dates back of those originally alleged. 

The decision in full is as follows: 

This is an appeal by Mills from the decision of the 
Examiner of Interferences granting the motion of Tor- 
rance to amend his preliminary statement. 

The original preliminary statement now on file alleges, 
among other things: 

That he first made a sketch illustrating said invention on 
or about the 1st day of September. 1897, as near as de- 
ponent can at present fix the time. That he first disclosed 
his said invention to another person on or about the rst 
day of April, 1808, as near as deponent can at present fix 
the time. 

It is sought to amend said statement to read as follows: 

That he first made rough sketches, illustrating said in- 
vention, between the 27th and 29th days of June, 1897, and 
that work was commenced on finished drawings about 
September 1, 1897,.as near as deponent can at present fix 
the time. That he first disclosed his said invention to 
another person between the 27th and 20th days of June, 


1897. 

The decision of the Examiner of Interferences was 
based on facts alleged by Torrance and others in affidavits 
filed by them in support of said motion. 

The Examiner of Interferences in granting the motion 
has referred solely to the case made out by Torrance and 
does not appear to have considered the effect on the rights 
of Mills. 

This is not a case where—— 
the testimony of neither party has been taken, or if it has 


been taken, where the other party will not be injured, 
save as the frtie state of facts may be injurious, and the 


opponent would not he misled nor the expenses of the 
proceeding increased. (Whitney vs. Gibson, 86 O. G., 


1983.) 

The testimony of Mills has not only been taken, but it 
was filed in the Patent Office before this motion was 
brought. 

It is clear that the injury to Mills is not limited to the 
fact that a true state of facts may be established. Mills 
may be obliged to take new testimony, due to the fact 
that when his testimony-in-chief was taken he had the 
right to expect that Torrance was limited to his allega- 
tion of disclosures to others “about the 1st day of April, 
1898.” 

Mills, the junior party, took his testimony-in-chief in 
Boston, Mass., commencing on July 15, 1901, and con- 
cluding on July 18, 1901. 

In the affidavits filed by Torrance in support of the 
motion is the following statement: 


That deponent (Torrance) is informed that on July 2, 
1901, E. D. Jones & Sons Company, of Pittsfield, Mass., 
the assignee of the United States Letters Patent No. 
662,745, granted deponent, covering the invention in in- 
terference, wrote said Wagg to ascertain what he knew 
concerning the invention in interference with a view to 
calling him as a witness in deponent’s behalf, he (said 
Wagg) having seen finished drawings of said invention 
in the spring of 1898. That said Wagg wrote under date 
of July 6, or nearly a month after the preliminary state- 
ments were filed, that he remembered that deponent talked 
of mounting the pulley of a Jordan engine on a quill as 
early as June, 1897. That E. D. Jones & Sons Company 
wrote Munn & Co., of New York city, on July 8, 1901, 
saying that they had a witness to a disclosure by Torrance 
in 1897. That Munn & Co. called the attention of E. D. 
Jones & Sons Company to the fact that the disclosure re- 
ferred to in their letter was earlier than the date of dis- 
closure set up in deponent’s preliminary statement. That 
on July 12 said letter from Wagg to E. D. Jones & Sons 
Company was sent to Munn & Co. 

That on July 13, 1901, said E. D. Jones & Sons Com- 
pany telephoned by long distance telephone to deponent 
at Northampton, calling his attention to the error and re- 
questing him to communicate with Munn & Co., counsel 
having charge of the case, that deponent immediately put 
himself in communication with said counsel and had sev- 
eral interviews with him in regard to said error in his pre- 
liminary statement. 


It is therefore seen, according to Torrance’s sworn 
statement. that this new state of affairs was known to him 
and to his attorneys prior to the date set for the testi- 
mony-in-chief of Mills to be taken. 

With these facts well known Torrance and his attorneys 
permitted Mills to take his testimony-in-chief without 


even intimating to him that it was their intention to file 
a motion to amend the preliminary statement. No notice 
of the intention of Torrance to amend his preliminary 
statement was served on Mills before his testimony was 
taken and filed in the Patent Office. 

In Washburn vs. Hadfield (57 O. G., 
sioner Simonds held that when the junior party has taken 
his testimony the other party cannot be permitted to 
amend his preliminary statement by the addition of facts 
which were presumably within his knowledge at the time 
when the statement was originally filed. Though there is 


1719) Commis- 


nothing certain in this case to show that Torrance was 
not in possession of the facts relating to his disclosure to 
others in June, 1897, his reasons for not so alleging in 
the original preliminary statement might be accepted if no 
testimony had been taken by Mills. However this may 
be, the fact is that not only has Mills taken his testimony, 
but Torrance was in possession of the new facts before 
the date on which said testimony was taken. The same 
principle is therefore present in this case as was present 
in the case of Washburn vs. Hadfield, supra. 

As was stated in the decision of Franklin vs. Morton 
vs. Cooley (96 O. G., 2063): 

After a party to an interference, relying upon his op- 
ponent’s statement, has taken his proofs, the inability of 
the commissioner to impose terms upon the other party 
for the expense of taking supplementary proofs should 
operate against permitting an amendment which might 
render such supplementary proofs necessary. (Washburn 
vs. Hadfield, 39 O. G., 463.) 

A consideration of all the facts of this case makes it 
apparent, for the reasons above stated, that this motion 
should not be granted. In view of these facts if the new 
matter can now be introduced by Torrance in his pre- 
liminary statement, as remarked in Washburn vs. Had- 


field, supra 





the rule requiring preliminary statements might as well 
be abrogated, and this irrespective of the question whether 
the new averment be true or false. 

The decision of the Examiner of Interferences is re- 


versed

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GUNNY IMPORTERS BEATEN. 


They Lose Their Case Against the Government—The Deci- 
sion of the United States Circuit Court Affirmed by 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeals. 


The celebrated “gunny bagging” case is at last at an 
end. At least it looks that way. The United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, sitting in New York city, handed 
down a decision last week, affirming the decision of Judge 
Townsend of the Circuit Court, rendered some months 
ago. Judge Townsend had affirmed the decision of the 
Board of General Appraisers. The appellants in the case 
were Samuel P. Train and E. Storey Smith, of the Train, 
Smith Company, of Boston and New York. 

The goods in controversy were 120 bales of old gunny 
cloth in rags, waste bagging, composed of jute imported, 
after having done duty as covering of cotton bales, and 
having been cut or torn off such bales in rags or pieces 
of various sizes. The collector assessed duty on these 
jute rags at 1-16th of a cent per pound, under paragraph 
344 of the Tariff Regulations, which reads: “Bagging for 
cotton, gunny cloth and similar fabrics, suitable for cov- 
ering cotton.” 

The importers claimed, by protest, that the merchan- 
dise was entitled to free entry by virtue of paragraph 632 
of said act, which provides for: “Paper stock, crude, of 
every description, including all grasses, fibres, rags (other 
than wool), waste, including jute waste, shavings, clip- 
pings, old paper, rope ends, waste rope and waste bag- 
ging, including old gunny cloth and old gunny bags, fit 
only to be converted into paper.” 

Other importers, whose cases were also decided by the 
general appraisers at the same time as this, made an alter- 
native claim that the duty should in no event be more 
than 10 per cent., as “waste, not specially provided for,” 
under paragraph 463, if the merchandise was not free; 
and this claim the board sustained, holding that the goods 
were “not the cotton bagging or gunny bagging of com- 
merce, although some selected pieces are often used for 
covering or patching bales of cotton,” and that they were 
dutiable at 10 per cent. as waste as provided in said para- 


graph 463. 


The Train, Smith Company duly appealed to the United 
States Circuit Court, while the Government did not ap- 
peal; hence the only issue was between free entry and 
duty at 10 per cent. Further evidence on both sides was 
taken before a referee; the case was thereafter argued by 
counsel, and an opinion rendered by Judge Townsend 
affirming the board’s decision. Thereupon the original 
appellants made and perfected their appeal to the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals. 

This case has been going on for about three years. It 
is now considered as finally settled; the only remaining 
step in this legal fight is to petition the Supreme Court 
of the United States to reopen the case. Albert Com- 
stock, of Comstock & Brown, New York, counsel for the 
Train, Smith Company, is of the opinion that the chances 
of the court granting such a petition are not very good, 
in view of the three decisions recorded against the con- 
tentions of the importers. An appeal to Congress to 
amend that section of the tariff laws seems to be the only 
way to get gunny bagging on the free list.

ACTION OF RUSSIA. 


Cargo of American Paper Barred Out of Siberia—Complaint 
Made to Washington Congressmen—Secretary 
Hay’s Opinion as to Action. 


Wasurncton, D. C., January 20, 1902.—A complaint has 
come to members of the Washington State delegation in 
Congress that Russia has evidently begun retaliatory meas- 
ures against the United States on account of the Treasury 
Department’s order of last year, imposing a countervailing 
duty on Russian sugar. The case brought to the attention 
of the Washington Senators and Congressmen is that of a 
cargo of paper shipped by a company in Everett, Wash., to 
Vladivostock, Siberia. The port officials at Vladivostock 
declined to enter the cargo and gave the master of the 
vessel to understand that the United States was no longer 
among the “most favored nations.” 

Senator Foster has brought the matter to the attention 
of the State Department, but Secretary Hay believes that 
no action can be taken until the question of countervail- 
ing sugar duty, which is now in the courts, is decided.

The original turbine power equipment for this great 
paper mill, which is the largest of its kind in the world, 
consisting of seven pairs of Hunt turbines, capable of 
about 22,000 horse power, has been in use night and 
day for more than a year, and another line of twelve 
pulp grinding machines will be put in the 
grinder room department when the additional pair of tur- 
bines and accessories are installed. 

The successful operation of the Hunt turbines in the

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PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Improved Paper Machine —Lace Paper Pail Covers—Roller 
for Paper Making Machinery—Purifying Paper Pulp 
—Method of Making Testing Paper. 


Charles E, Barrett and John E. Horne, of Lawrence, 
Mass., assignors to the J. H. Horne & Sons Company, of 
Lawrence, Mass., have been granted patent No. 691,333, on 
an improved paper making machine, which is herewith il- 
lustrated. 

Fig. 1 is a side elevation of the front portion of a 
Fourdrinier paper making machine. Fig. 2 is the rear end 
of the shake frame, the said Figs. 1 and 2 showing the 
shake frame complete. Fig. 3 is a sectional view, and 
Fig. 4 is a detail of the adjusting mechanism. The shake 
rails of the shake frame, the table rolls, the wire, the wire 
rolls, the breast roll, the deckle straps, the deckle rolls, 
and the feed box are of any usual construction. 

The rear end of the shake frame is pivotally supported 
in some suitable way upon the fixed or couch roll support 
14, preferably by means of the bolts 15, which pass through 
the ends of the shake rails and into the fixed support 14. 
The front end of the shake frame is vertically adjustable, 
and to allow of the shake frame swinging about the sup- 
port 14 as a fulcrum the apertures in the ends of the shake 
rails through which the bolts 15 pass are made slightly 
tapering, as seen in Fig. 2. 

It is essential in this type of machines that the upper 
run of the making wire shall be on a straight line in order 
that the inclination thereof may be uniform throughout the 
length of the shake frame, and therefore, since the shake 
frame is supported at its ends only, it is necessary to pro- 
vide some means for stiffening the frame to prevent its 
sagging in the middle.

rests the hub 39 of a worm gear 40, the said worm gear 


being thus supported for rotation about a vertical axis. A 


hanger in the form of a rod 41 passes vertically through 
the cap piece 35 and axially through the worm gear 40, and 
said worm gear has a screw threaded engagement with the 
hanger, as shown in Fig. 4. The hanger is provided with 
a suitable keyway 43, which engages a key 44 in the cap 
piece 35, whereby the said hanger is prevented from rota- 
tion, but can move vertically through the cap piece. The 
lower end of the hanger has the forked portion 45, to 
which is pivotally hung the suspender 31, which may be 
either in the form of a rod or wire cable. 

From this description it will be seen that the suspenders 
31 are supported from the upper ends of the posts 30 by 
means of the gear wheel 40, and since the lower ends of 
the suspenders are connected to the breast roll frame 16 
this construction affords means for supporting the front 
end of the shake frame from a point above the same. By 
turning the worm wheels 40 the hangers 41 may be raised 
or lowered to raise or lower the front end of the shake 
frame, as desired. In order to rotate the worm wheels 40 
in wnison there is provided the worm shaft 50, which ex- 
tends across the machine and is journaled in suitable boxes 
51 at the upper ends of the posts 30, the said shaft having 
at the ends thereof the worms 54 and 55, which mesh with 
the worm gears 40. The end of the shaft is preferably pro- 
vided with the hand wheel 56 for rotating the same. 
Preferably the worm 55 will be a left hand worm, and 
the hanger 41, co-operating therewith, will have right 
handed screw threads, while the worm 54 will be a right 
handed worm, and the screw threads of the hanger 41, 
co-operating therewith, will be left handed. This arrange- 
ment is preferable, because the lateral strain upon the upper 
ends of the posts 30, due to the turning of the worm 












providing stiffening members to support the shake rails, 
and by making the shake frame in the form of a truss. 

In Figs. 1 and 2, 18 indicates beams of some suitable 
shape, preferably I beams, which run lengthwise of the 
shake frame on either side thereof, and on which the shake 
rails 3 are supported in any usual way. At the front end 
of the shake rails and connected thereto is the breast roll 
frame 16 of some suitable construction, and connected to 
the lower end of the breast roll frame and to the rear end 
of the I beams 18 are the lower cords 19 of the trussed 
shake frame, suitable struts 20 being employed between 
the lower cords and the I beams 18, said struts being con 
nected to the cords and I beams in any suitable way. 
Preferably the wire rolls 6 will be carried by the struts, as

This construction makes a truss of the 
the truss the shake frame is rendered exceedingly stiff and 
rigid, thereby obviating any danger of its sagging in the 
centre. 

Supported beneath the table rolls is the usual save-all 22, 
said save-all being supported independently from the shake 
frame upon suitable stationary supports 23. 

Referring to Fig. 3, it will be seen that the table rolls 
4 are supported upon suitable brackets 25, connected to the 
I beams 18, instead of being supported directly by the 
shake rail 3, as is customary 

The front end of the shake frame is suspended from an 
overhead support, and suitable mechanism above the said 
frame is provided for vertically adjusting the front end of the 
shake frame. In this embodiment of the invention the over 
head support comprises two posts or supports 30, situated 
at the front of the shake frame and either side thereof, 
said supports preferably being hollow and each inclosing a 
suitable suspender 31, which is hung at its upper end from 
the supports 30, and at the lower end is connected to a 
breast roll 


suitable hook projection 32, attached to the 


frame 16, the said posts or supports being provided on their 
sides adjacent the breast roll frame with an opening 33, 
into which the hook 32 projects, as seen in Fig. 1. The 
invention contemplates some suitable device for simul 
taneously adjusting the suspenders in a vertical direction, 
whereby the breast roll end of the shake frame may be 
raised or lowered and yet maintained in a horizontal posi- 
tion. One suitable mechanism for thus simultaneously ad 
justing the suspenders is illustrated in the drawings, 
wherein in Fig. 4 it will be seem that the upper ends of the 
posts 30 are provided with suitable caps 35, which rest upon

PULP WOOD. 


“A Canadian Pulp Maker” Continues His Discussion— 
—Measurement of Raw Material—Pinchot’s Volume 
Tables—Yield in Pulp by Various Processes, 


In view of the enormous demand for spruce and other 
woods for the manufacture of pulp, it is self-evident that 
the subject of supply, and its connection with the equally 
important question of yield, demands close attention from 
all those engaged in the operations of lumbering for pulp 
woods, says “A Canadian Pulp Maker” in Paper and Pulp. 
The preservation of the natural resources of the forests is 
a subject of vital moment to the Government, which is di- 
rectly interested in and responsible for seeing that all 
necessary precautions are taken to prevent the extinction 
of such an asset and source of revenue. 

Some very valuable information on this subject, written 
from an eminently practical standpoint, was obtained in the 
year 1897 by several interested experts operating in that 
well-known district in the States, “The Adirondacks.” The 
results of the many observations recorded are given by Mr. 
Gifford Pinchot in an excellent book entitled “The Adiron- 
dack Spruce.” 

From this book we take the liberty of quoting one or 
two points which have a direct bearing on the subject of 
the yield of pulp wood. 

Careful measurements of the stems of over 2,000 trees 
cut for pulp were made, and some 300 trees were cut into 
logs in order to furnish data for the compilation of tables 
showing the contents of standing trees. For this purpose 
tables were eventually calculated giving the number of 
standards, feet board measure, merchantable cubic feet and 
cords. It is only with the two latter. that we need con- 
cern ourselves. 

The term merchantable cubic feet means that amount of 
wood in the tree actually used for the manufacture of 
pulp. The following table is given showing the contents of 
spruce trees for certain sizes:

The relation between the ordinary standard cord of piled 
wood measuring 128 cubic feet is determined by the use 
of a factor representing the difference between solid wood 
as given in the above table, and the stacked wood as it 
would obtain in actual practice when brought into the mill 
fer consumption. 

Pinchot refers to the custom in Germany of taking this 
factor as 0.65, but he is inclined to think that this gives 
results somewhat too high. The factor selected is 0.7 as 
being more accurate. 

Hence the conversion of the above table into cords is 
effected by dividing the values for the respective trees by 
128 and the result by q7. 

Thus a tree 10 inches in diameter and 35 feet high would 
contain 0.067 cords of pulp wood.

By means of a table of this kind the extent of the 
operations necessary for the cutting of logs to ensure a 
stated quantity of pulp wood can easily be gauged. 

For example, to produce a cord of wood of merchant- 
able quality will require ten trees of the following dimen- 
sions: 55 feet high and 9 inches diameter at the stump. 
Fifty trees 6 inches diameter at the stump and 30 feet 
high would have to be cut to give one cord of merchant- 
able pulp wood.

In some cases, 
where the cost of the wood is high, a much larger portion 
of the tree is utilized for pulp wood, and the tree cut to a 
smaller diameter than is customary. When pulp wood is 
plentiful the logs cut will not measure less than 4 or 5 
inches at the small end, but with a scarcity of material
